Six cars of siack were bu-ned 
while‘in the Pittsburg and Lake Erie yards 
because the strikers thought they were in- 
tended orf tube works, while in reality 
they were for shipment. A striker named 
Leutérbach, who was injured yesterday, died 
at the hospital tonight. 

At 11 o’¢lock some one came among the 
strikers cohgregated about the tube works 
and announced that tube works strikers were 
working at the slack piles across the river at 
Port vue. A rush was made by 700 or 800 
men to put a stop to it. When they 
reached the tipple of John Davitt it came down 
before the onslaught within a few minutes. 
From there the crowd made a break fora 
new tipple being erected by John McIntyre, 
uboutia mile above. A halt was made for 
some ittle time, until the mob could all be 
gathered, and then the McIntyre tipple shared 
the same faſe as the Davitt. 

Try te Lynch a, Guard. 

Capt. McIntyre narrowly escaped lynching 
at the hands of the mob which destroyed the 
Portvie tipples. The Captain tried to check 
the progress of the mob at the point of a re- 
volver; but the mob made a rush for him, and 
would have lynched him if it had not been 
for some fri¢nds who rescued him from the 
infuriated strikers. 

When the mob reached Duquesne it had 
increased to 6,000 strikers and sympathizers. 
With yells they attacked the Duquesne tube 
works, drovd all the men at work out of 
plant, drew fires, and ran the hot metal 
from the furhaces on the floors. The reason 
the strikers give for their actions is that the 
works were using black sheep coal. The as- 
sault was witnessed by thousands of specta- 
tors thtonging the summits of surrounding 
hills. As the strikers left the mill one af

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MINERS’ DISTRIOT PRESIDENTS GO 
HOME TO CALL OONFERENGES. 


They Insist That the Local Meetings Will 
Be to Reach a Conclusion Which Is to 
Be Ratified by the Entire Body Before 
Work May Be Resumed—Outlook Is 
Admitted te Be Poor—One Pittsburg 
Firm Put Men at Work Under Guards 
Ohio Troops Called Out. 

Cor uuns, O., June 6.—[Special.]— The 
members of the Executive Board of the United 
Mine Workers went home today with the 
hardest task before them of their lives. A 
half dozen were interviewed and they united 
in the belief that nothmg would come of the 
district conferences for two reasons—the 
miners will be satisfied with nothmg but an 
advanced scale and the operators will not at- 
tend in any numbers. While the negotiations 
authorized are on a strict basis, yet they are 
intended nevertheless to be uniform and na- 
tional instead of local. The miners in the 
various districts will not be authorized to re- 
sume work until all the territory affected by 
their labor is included in the settlement. The 
miners claim that if this is not the case the set- 
tlement will be a failure. 

The most perplexing questions to be settled 
are in the competitive fields. The Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, and Northern Illinois 
operators have appointed a special committee 
to represent them at the conference to be held 
in this city. They are all strong men, and the 
miners in this competing territory will large- 
ly be represented by the national officiais. 
The district named to meet in Columbus is 
regarded as the pivotal point, and it is believed 
that if an agreement can be reached here 
the main point in the strike will be settled. 
Some of the railroad ano river operators in 
the Pittsburg districts have been opposing an 
adjustment until it is conceded that there is 
no differential between Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania, but this will not be recognized by the 
Ohio operators. 

The fact that Pennsylvania coal sells for 
more money than Ohio coal in the open 
markets and is harder to dig will enter into 
this adjustment of differences. However, it is 
but just to say thata majority of the Penn- 
sylvania operators recognize the justice of 
this claim, and 60 expressed themselves at 
the Cleveland convention. Mr. H. L. Chap- 
man, Chairman of the Ohio Coal Operators 
Committee on Action, was today authorized 
to communicate with the operators in other 
districts that are to join in the joint confer- 
ence of operators and minérs to be held in 
this city Saturday next. The Ohio anda 
number of operators from Western Pennsyl- 
vania and Eastern Illinois have signified that 
they will be present. 

Masson, O., June 6.—[Special.]|—The 
action of the National Executive Board and 
district Presidents of the United Mineworkers 
gives dissatisfaction here to mine-owners and 
the miners themselves, as it seems to end 
the hope of a 70-cent rate for Ohio. The 
2,000 miners of the Massillon district want the 
7O-cent rate reéstablished on general! 
grounds, and the operators -were equally 
favorable. Whatever the Columbus decision 
may seem to mean to the atry at large it 
points to the indefinite conffhuation of the 
Massillon strike. Henry Mullen, President 
of this subdistrict, says: The situation 
is unchanged inthe Massillon district. No 
matter what is done elsewhere we will still 
hold fot the established differential.

tion of Sig. Crispi and his Cabinet in conse- 
quence of the Parliament’s practical refusal 
‘to reform the financial budget. As oon ago 
as 1873 Mr. Marsh, then United States Min- 
ister at Rome, declared that the civil service 
of Italy was rotten to the core, and that the 
Kingdom had been brought to the verge of 
bankruptcy by the tax-eaters. The impe- 
cunious aristocracy of the country and poli- 
ticians of all kinds with “a pull had fas- 
tened hordes of their friends and relatives on 
the new government, ‘These parasites drew 
from the revenues more than three times the 
equivalent of their services. Since that time 
the evil has increased rapidly, and as the only 


Crispi asked for the passage of a resolution in 
Parliament to reform the budget, the reso- 
lution providing for the appointment of a 
committee which should present some meas- 
ure for reducing the public expenditures and 
then that Parliament should adjourn until 
autumn, the Premier meanwhile bemg in- 
vested with full powers to act in the interest 
ofeconomy. It was understood that the reso- 
lution would authorize him to cut down ex- 
penses by lopping off thousands of useless 
parasites who were consuming the revenues 
to the amount of 70 million francs annually. 
The situation is outlined in the following 
statement contained in adispatch from Rome: 

Especially has it been understood that we

quarters in the Chamber. All the Daputies have 
a common interest in keeping up an interest in 
the system that enables them to reward their 
friends and punish their enemies at the expense 
of the public treasury.

THE PRESENT DEMOCRATIC PROGRAM. | 


The Supreme Court will begin listening to 
arguments tomorrow in the Danville and 
Springfield apportionment cases. The Dem- 
ocrats, who were so anxious a few weeks ago 
that the questions involved sheuld not be 
passed on by the court, are anxious now to 
have the court dispose of them in the least 
possible time At Danvillé the Democratic 
lawyers adopted the policy of delay. They 
seem to have abandoned that policy. They 
will consume no more time with their argu- 
ments before the Supreme Court than they 
can help and will give the Republicans no ex- 
euse for making long arguments in reply. 

The reason for this change of policy on the 
part of the Democratic politicians is that they 
have prepared themselves to meet the con- 
tingency of the Supreme Court upsetting 
Crafts & Co.'s apportionment law. The mo- 
ment they became convinced that the court 
would assume jurisdiction they begun prepar- 
ing for contingencies. It was first suggested 
by some of the leaders that the General As- 
sembiy should be called together at once and 
anew law passed, while the Supreme Court 
was still discussing the merits of the gerry- 
mander act of 1893. That plan was rejected, 
for it would, have been equivalent to a con- 
tession that last year’s legislation was uncon- 
stitutional and a willful gerrymander. 

Instead of that plan it was decided to pre- 
pare a new bill, and if the Supreme Court set 
aside the present law to call the Legislature 
together suddenly and cram through the 
new scheme before the Ist of July. so that the 
November elections may be held under it. 
As but twenty-two days will remain of this 
month and asa bill cannot be passed in less 
than five days, for it must be read on three 
different daysin each House, it is plain why

| PAPER OFF THE STREETS. 


j ' — — 
Capt. Jenkins Gives His Patrolmen Orders 


to Look After the Litter in Streets and 


Alleys and They Do Their Duty—San- 
itary Trustees Authorize an Issue of 
$3,000,000 4 Per Cent Bonds for the 
Drhinage Canal Fund--Rubens Is Ready 


| to Try Damage Suits. : 

South Chicago police officers practically keep 
clean of paper the streets and pavements of 
the town and most of the alleys. Every once 
in a while Capt. Jenkins of the South Chica- 
go Station tells his patrolmen to keep the 
streets and pavements free of paper. A visit 
to the place yesterday showed how efficient 
the police force can be made in keeping @ 
town clean. South Chicago is largely a roll- 
ing-mill community, but there cannot be 
found in it anywhere a street with the litter 
that characterizes Clark and State streets 
south of Van Buren, There are meat mar 
kets, snloons, grocery stores, and fruit houses 
in South Chicago. ‘These are all heavy pro- 
ducers of garbage and, excepting the saloons, 
contribute more paper to the streets and 


Alleys when allowed to than other 
Classes of business. What is done 
in South Chicago by police officers, 


it would seem, might be accomplished in the 
business portion of the city here.. If Supt. 
Brennan could have demonstrated to him how 
useful and efficient a policeman can be made 
it might be that he would ask the down-town 
patrolinen to look after the udtidy people on 
their beats. Such a demonstration may be 
witnessed in South Chicago, and Capt. Jen- 
kins ig not trying hard either. But he informs 
the patrolmen that when they see paper on the 
sidewalk and in the guttersin front of busi- 
ness houses to notify the proprietors that the 
litter must be removed. He now has most of 
the merchants and householders trained to 
believe it is right and proper for them to keep 
paper out of their gutters and from in front 
of their places. He said yesterday: 

think our streets andalleys will compare 
favorably with those of other portions of the 
town. Paper is a species of unnecessar 
nuisance and our police officers are instruct 
todo what they can towards keeping the 
streets and gutters clean. I have not made a 
specially strong effort in that direction, but I 
don’t see why it should not be made a police. 
man's duty as well as to preserve the peace. 
As they walk along their beats they can just 
as well see that mérchants and householders 
obey ordinances with reference to paper and 
litter. I don’t find it nevessary to make any 
arrests, for the people have learned te think it

People Help the Police. 

South Chicago has many thickly populated 
streets that are not macadamized or blocked. 
On account of the low level of the land there 
are streets that have waterin them and still 
others are merely stretches of uneven sand. 
They form an inviting pace to toss waste 
paper and refuse, but there is not any of it 
there. Many vacant lots are grown up with 
sweet flag, but they are clean. Others are 
pretty well littered. Notso much care is be- 
stowed on the paper in the alleys as in front. 
In no place, however, was found yesterday 
any heaped accumulations or any amount ap- 
proximating the quantity that might have 
been found a few days ago in the Fifth and 
Tenth Wards or other wards which Tur Txts- 
Ung has inspected. As showing the regard in

clean ones three instances were noted 

esterday. On Ninety-second street, between 

rie and Houston avenues, and on the south 
side of the street, are three three-story store 
and flat buildings. Between them are vacant 
lots and the rear of the flats do not extend to 
the alley line, where garbage boxes are 
placed, There is no fence along the alley, or 
what would be an alley if the territory south 
of it was built up. Along this roadway or al- 
ley yesverday there was nothing found of 
which complaint could be made or which pre- 
sumably a policeman could take cognizance. 
But north of the alley line, and on private 
property in the rear of ‘the flats, there was a 
condition of litter consisting of tin cans: and 
paper that could almost be characterized as 
shameful. It looked as if the flat dwellers 
merely went to the rear of their homes and 
threw every kind of house refuse fhto the 
back yard. The vacant lots between the flat 
buildings were also covered with house rub- 


bish. 
No Trash in the Alley. 


The littermakers were careful, however, 
Hot to throw their trash in the alleyway. 
Just east of these places and on a north and 
south street were some saloons showing the 
same. results. There was a fence at the rear 
of the lots. There was a large, vacant space 
between the rear of the saloon and the fence 
which was littered with nearly all kinds of 
8 and refuse. The ulley itgelf was 
clean. 

If every policeman in Chicago took pride 
in having the residents and merchants on bis 
beat keep the space in front of their premises 
clean by neither throwing nor sweeping any- 
thing on it and by putting their waste paper 
and cans in the garbage-boxes and not 
tossing them over the fence in the alley 
there would be no unseemly litter. The ease 
with which this could be accomplished 
is partly demonstrated in the exainple of 
South Chicago. Every groceryman knows he 
will not be allowed, for instance, to let the 
paper lie in the gutter which may be dropped 
or thrown there by wagons delivering sup- 
piles. This is particularly true of the meat 
wagons. Capt. Jenkins said this had former- 
ly been the worst offense against clean gut- 


ters. 


An inspection yesterday of portions of 
Woodlawn showed that Contractor Teeple is 
doimg good work. Two of the notably bad 
alleys are not only having the garbage re- 
moved regularly, but the big heaps of yard- 
cleaning and the usual miscellaneous trash 
have been cleared away: The alley at Sixty- 
third street and Cottage Grove avenue is now 
in good condition and the people there say 
the improvement is permanent. In that sec- 
tion of the ward a half dozen cases of 
smallpox have been reported. Just across 
Cottage Grove avenue and in the rear of the 
block of buildings fronting on Sixty-third 
street and Cottage Grove avenue, where a few 
weeks ago there was an actual stinkhole and 
a wretched mass of garbage, there is nowa 
clean corner. The residents in the east end 
of Woodlawn say their boxes are being 
1 omy with reasonable regularity.
